Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1971. 

It  is  pleasing  to  hnd  with  the  small  increase  in  the  number  of 
live  births  the  mortality  rate  is  lower  than  previously.  The  total 
deaths  are  less  with  the  expected  toll  in  the  older  age  groups. 

The  infectious  diseases  have  not  given  cause  for  concern,  but 
this  may  not  continue  if  use  is  not  made  of  the  immunisation 
programme  offered.  It  is  fortunate  that  the  dysentery  and  food 
poisoning  cases  were  so  small  due  to  good  standards  of  food  clean- 
liness and  personal  hygiene. 

There  is  a good  record  of  voluntary  work  undertaken  for  the 
elderly. 

I am  most  grateful  to  Mr.  L.  Oates  and  the  members  of  the 
Health  Department  for  the  efficient  and  harmonious  working  of  the 
Department  and  to  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
support  during  the  year.

265  deaths  were  registered,  50  less  than  in  1970  and  the  death 
rate  (adjusted)  of  9*5  is  below  that  for  1970. 

The  table  of  causes  of  death  shows  that  Diseases  of  the  Heart 
and  Circulation  accounted  for  81  of  the  deaths  registered  or  30% 

Deaths  from  Cancer  number  55  compared  with  59  in  1970. 

73%  of  all  deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  the  age  of  65. 
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Infant  I^lortality : (Deaths  of  cliilclren  under  1 year  of  age). 

The  rate  is  18-0  per  I ,()d0  live  births.  Last  year  this  rate  was  28-0. 

Tlie  figure  for  England  and  Wales  for  1971  is  18-0. 

Six  children  died  before  reaching  one  year  of  age,  four  being  less 
than  one  week  old  and  the  remaining  two  aged  between  two  weeks 
and  three  weeks.

and  these  numbers  should  be  read  in  conjunction  with  the  rates 
given  in  the  table  and  should  be  borne  in  mind  in  assessing  the 
change  in  the  rate  over  the  years.  As  the  numbers  of  infant  deaths 
each  year  are  comparatively  small,  too  great  significance  should 
not  be  attached  to  a single  rate. 

Consideration  of  the  infant  mortality  is  not  complete  without 
consideration  at  the  same  time  of  the  still  births.  The  number  of 
still  births  and  the  number  of  deaths  in  the  first  week  of  life  taken 
together  represent  the  mortality  occurring  at  or  about  the  time  of 
birth — the  perinatal  mortality  rate,  the  combined  still-births  and 
deaths  in  the  first  week  of  life  per  1,000  total  births. 

In  the  year  under  review  this  was  18-0.

Measles:  8 cases  were  notified  in  comparison  with  152  last  year. 
There  were  no  deaths. 


Diphtheria : For  the  nineteenth  successive  year  there  were  no  cases 
of  diphtheria. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  arranges  that  propa- 
ganda leaflets  drawing  attention  to  the  need  for  children  to  be 
protected  against  smallpox,  whooping  cough  and  diphtheria  are 
sent  to  parents  by  post  when  their  children  attain  the  age  of  three 
months.  Further  propaganda  regarding  immunisation  against 
diphtheria  is  despatched  when  children  are  one  year  old  and  again 
at  four  years  and  nine  months.  All  such  propaganda  gives  details 
of  the  facilities  available  for  vaccination  and  immunisation. 


Dysentery:  There  were  two  cases  notihed. 


Meningococcal  Infection:  One  case  was  notihed  from  hospital  fol- 
lowing admission  from  elsewhere. 


Food  Poisoning:  There  was  one  case  notihed. 


Tuhercnlosis : There  were  hve  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
notihed,  (two  in  1970). 

There  was  one  case  notihed  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease. 

BCG  vaccination  continues  to  be  offered  to  the  senior  school 
children,  and  to  house  contacts  of  tuberculosis.  The  Heaf  Multiple 
skin  test  is  used  prior  to  vaccination.

Introduction. 

1971  was  the  eighteenth  year  of  operation  of  this  Chiropody 
Clinic  conducted  at  the  Vane  Tempest  Hall,  Gilesgate,  on  behalf  of 
the  Durham  Old  People’s  Welfare  Association. 

Sessions  were  held  on  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  after- 
noons, nine  appointments  being  made  for  each  session. 

Mr.  E.  L.  Chambers,  M.Ch.S.  continued  as  Chiropodist. 
Voluntary  Assistance. 

The  British  Red  Cross  Society  provided  a total  of  475  hours 
attendance. 

Treatment. 

During  the  year  clinics  were  held  on  145  days  during  which  there 
were  145  clinic  sessions  of  three  hours. 

At  the  full  number  of  nine  per  session  this  would  have  allowed 
1,305  treatments,  but  there  were  115  missed  appointments  so  that 
the  actual  number  given  was  1,190  or  91%  of  the  possible. 

The  average  number  of  treatments  given  at  each  session  was  8-2. 

The  number  of  persons  on  the  list  on  the  1st  Ja  uary,  1971  was 
189  and  201  on  the  31st  December,  there  having  been  36  new  patients 
and  24  withdrawals  during  the  year.

hitroduction. 

This  was  the  fifteenth  year  of  operation  of  this  Chiropody 
Clinic  which  is  held  at  the  Shakespeare  Hall  in  North  Road,  Durham. 

Like  the  one  at  Gilesgate  it  is  conducted  on  behalf  of  the  Durham 
Old  People’s  Welfare  Association  and  Mr.  E.  L.  Chambers,  M.Ch.S. 
is  the  Chiropodist. 

Sessions  were  held  on  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday 
mornings  each  week. 
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Voluntary  Assistance. 

The  British  Red  Cross  Society  provided  a total  of  434  hours 
attendance. 


T reatment. 

Clinics  were  held  on  144  days,  there  being  144  clinic  sessions 
of  three  hours.  1,296  treatments  would  have  been  possible,  but  there 
were  61  missed  appointments  so  that  the  number  given  was  1,235 
or  95%  of  the  possible. 

The  average  number  of  treatments  given  each  session  was  8.5. 

There  were  220  patients  on  the  booksonthe  1st  January,  1971 
and  242  on  the  31st  December,  41  new  names  having  been  added 
and  19  withdrawn.

DOMICILIARY  LAUNDRY  SERVICE  FOR  OLD  PEOPLE. 

This  service  which  was  commenced  during  1957  has  the  aim  of 
helping  elderly,  infirm,  and  ill  persons  in  the  area.  It  is  provided  by 
the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  the  Hospital  Authority  and  the  Local 
Health  Authority  (Durham  County  Council)  acting  in  conjunction. 

There  were  21  households  being  served  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  and  15  at  the  year  end. 

LUNCHEON  CLUBS.

No  statutory  action  was  taken  during  the  year  involving 
Section  47  relating  to  removal  of  persons  in  need  of  urgent  care  and 
attention. 
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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  upward  trend  in  applications  for  improvement  grants  noted 
in  my  1970  report  is  again  reflected  in  the  figures  for  1971  when  the 
number  of  applications  approved  was  double  that  of  1970.  This 
Department  has  endeavoured  to  interest  owners  of  tenanted  propert}" 
and  the  tenants  of  such  houses  in  the  modernisation  of  these  partic- 
ular properties  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  improved  grant  aid  now 
available  will  result  in  many  of  the  older  rented  houses  being  pro- 
vided with  those  amenities  recognised  as  essential  in  the  modern 
home. 

Supervision  of  premises  coming  within  the  provisions  of  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations  has  proceeded  satisfactorily,  this  being 
due,  in  no  small  measure,  to  the  co-operation  of  the  food  traders 
concerned.  ^ 

It  was  anticipated  that  the  Housing  Act,  1969,  relating  to  the 
issue  of  qualification  certificates  with  respect  to  the  registration  of  a 
fair  rent  would  result  in  considerable  extra  work  for  the  Department. 
This  has  not  proved  to  be  the  case  as  only  twenty-three  such  certi- 
ficates have  been  applied  for  since  this  part  of  the  Act  came  into 
force. 

Only  a small  number  of  animals  are  now  slaughtered  in  the  City 
and  no  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  maintaining  a 100%  meat 
inspection  service. 

As  in  previous  years  requests  to  owners  to  carry  out  works  in 
connection  with  the  various  acts  and  regulations  for  which  the 
Department  is  responsible  are,  generally,  carried  out  promptly  by 
the  owners  concerned  and  very  little  statutory  action  has  been 
necessary. 

1 should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  thanks  to 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  A.  Wilkinson,  for  their  kindly  support 
during  the  past  year  and  also  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  and  co- 
operation of  the  inspectorate  and  clerical  staff  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment and  other  officials  of  the  Council.

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INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

2,237  inspections  were  made  relating  to  the  various  acts  and 
regulations  for  which  the  Department  is  responsible. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  serve  252  informal  notices  and  one 
formal  notice  requiring  remedying  of  defects  or  in  respect  to  other 
requirements  of  the  acts  and  regulations  concerned  and  the  majority 
of  such  notices  received  the  prompt  attention  of  the  respective 
owners  or  occupiers. 

845  visits  were  made  with  the  object  of  seeing  that  notices  were 
complied  with. 

HOUSING  AND  SLUM  CLEARANCE. 

During  the  year  under  review  263  houses  were  erected  in  the 
City  Area  comprising  252  privately  built  houses  and  1 1 built  for  the 
Hanover  Housing  Association. 

At  3 1st  December,  1971,  the  number  of  council  houses  (including 
flats)  erected  since  the  war  totalled  1,599. 

The  total  number  of  houses  built  for  and  controlled  bv  the 
Council  was,  at  the  date  mentioned,  2,210.  In  addition  to  these 
properties  the  Council  have  the  letting,  when  vacant,  of  an}'  of  the 
483  houses  owned  by  the  North  Eastern  Housing  Association. 

Derelict  Buildings  Suh-Committee : 

The  work  associated  with  derelict  buildings  and  unfit  dwellings 
proceeded  satisfactorily  and  the  Committee  did  not  find  it  necessary 
to  hold  a meeting  during  the  year  under  review. 

The  position  with  respect  to  such  buildings  at  31st  December, 
1971,  was  as  follows: — 

Pre-War  Slum  Clearance:  One  property,  79  Claypath,  remains  to  be 
dealt  with.  This  property  is  in  the  ownership  of  the  City  Council  and 
when  demolished  the  site  will  probably  be  developed  for  commercial 
purposes. 

Post-War  Slum  Clearance:  All  houses  included  in  such  clearance 
orders  have  been  demolished  and  the  sites  cleared  and  many  of  the 
areas  concerned  have  now  been  redeveloped  by  the  erection  of 
dwelling  houses  or  commercial  buildings.  Only  a small  number  of 
houses  considered  to  have  a limited  “life”  remain  to  be  dealt  with 
over  the  next  few  years. 

Demolition  Orders:  Five  houses  subject  to  Demolition  Orders  (Nos. 
I to  5 Alma  Terrace,  Gilesgate),  were  demolished  early  in  1971  and 
redevelopment  of  the  site  was  undertaken  by  the  St.  Hild’s  College 
authorities. 
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Closing  Qydcrs:  Forty-iive  closing  orders  are  at  present  operati\'e. 
These  orders  relate  to  parts  of  buildings  which  have  been  deemed 
nnlit  for  use  as  dwelling  houses.  No  applications  were  received  during 
11)71  to  determine  any  of  the  orders  referred  to.

A number  of  visits  were  made  to  such  properties  during  the 
year  1971  and  in  general,  they  were  found  to  be  well  maintained  by 
both  owners  and  tenants. 

The  Department,  as  in  past  years,  received  the  active  co- 
operation of  the  Chief  Fire  Officer  and  his  fire  prevention  officers  in 
dealing  with  those  properties  of  three  or  more  stories  where  it  ap- 
peared that  provision  of  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  was  necessary. 

A total  of  eighteen  properties  have  been  provided  with  such 
means  of  escape  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  section  16  of 
the  Housing  Act,  1961  and  further  cases  are  receiving  attention.  In 
two  cases  where  the  owners  have  not  been  prepared  to  carry  out 
necessary  works  in  connection  with  fire  hazards,  undertakings  have 
been  given  that  the  third  floor  of  the  houses  concerned  would  be 
vacated  and  would  not  be  re-occupied  till  such  time  as  the  specified 
works  were  carried  out, 
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Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958.

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Housing  Act,  UH)!)  Part  1. 

This  legislation,  which  came  into  effect  as  from  August  19()9, 
has  resulted  (as  shown  in  the  previous  table)  in  a very  satisfactory 
increase  in  the  number  of  applications  for  improvement  grants  during 
1 97 1 and  there  is  no  doubt  that  this  upward  trend  will  be  maintained 
during  1972.  Whilst  the  great  majority  of  grants  are  for  the  provision 
of  those  basic  amenities  required  in  modernising  homes  a number  of 
the  applications  dealt  with  related  to  remedying  of  rising  dampness, 
and  associated  works  where  the  houses  concerned  had  been  con- 
structed without  the  provision  of  a damp-proof  course. 

In  1 965  a survey  of  dwelling  houses  was  carried  out  by  officers 
of  this  Department  to  ascertain  the  number  of  such  houses  lacking 
one  or  more  of  the  standard  amenities  available  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Housing  Act,  1964. 

As  further  legislation  has  been  introduced  since  that  time 
making  it  possible  to  increase  the  scope  of  improvement  grant  works 
and  as  many  of  the  properties  included  in  the  survey  have  now  been 
improved  a revision  of  the  records  relating  to  the  1965  survey  will  be 
undertaken  so  as  to  ascertain  the  present  position  relating  to  those 
houses  in  the  private  sector  not  yet  improved  to  a proper  standard. 


Housing  Act  1969.  Part  3.  Rent  of  Dwellings  in  Good  Repair 
and  Provided  with  Standard  Amenities. 

As  mentioned  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1970  this  Act  introduced 
a system  governing  the  rents  of  privately  rented  dwellings  which 
satisfy  a qualifying  standard.  To  qualify  for  the  issue  of  a qualifica- 
tion certificate  the  house  concerned  must  be  provided  with  standard 
amenities,  be  in  good  state  of  repair  and  be  otherwise  fit  for  human 
habitation.  When  the  certificate  is  issued  the  owner  can  then  apply 
to  the  rent  officer  for  the  registration  of  a fair  rent. 

This  Department  is  responsible  for  implementation  of  Part  3 of 
the  Act  relating  to  applications  and  issue  of  provisional  and  final 
certificates  and  the  relevant  inspections.  In  all  such  cases  tenants 
are  fullv  informed  as  to  the  owners  applicaion  and  as  to  their  rights 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

At  31st  December,  1971,  twenty-three  applications  for  qualifica- 
tion certificates  had  been  received  and  the  following  table  shows  the 
position  relating  to  such  applications  since  the  Act  came  into  force.

A total  of  556  premises  are  registered  under  the  provisions  of  the 
above  mentioned  Act  and  all  such  premises  have  been  the  subject  of 
at  least  one  general  inspection. 

147  general  inspections  were  carried  out  and  this  figure,  approxi- 
mately a quarter  of  the  total  registered  premises,  complies  with  the 
request  made  by  the  Department  of  Employment  and  Productivity 
that  such  premises  be  the  subject  of  general  inspections  at  least  once 
in  four  years.

Routine  observations  and  recordings  of  densit}’'  of  smoke  from 
boiler  plant  chimneys  were  carried  out  during  the  year.  Forty-two 
visits  were  made  relating  to  emissions  from  hve  steam  raising  plants. 

In  the  case  of  three  coal  burning  plants  emissions  of  smoke  had 
resulted  in  complaints  from  the  public  and  numerous  investigations 
by  this  Department’s  officers.  In  each  of  the  cases  referred  to  active 
steps  were  being  taken  by  the  managements  concerned  which  should 
result  in  the  conversion  of  these  plants  to  either  gas  or  oil  during  the 
year  1972.

Whilst  the  County  Council  is  responsible  for  registration  of 
premises  for  the  sale  of  milk,  officers  of  this  Department  inspect 
such  premises  as  a part  of  the  routine  inspection  of  all  food  premises 
in  the  City. 

This  Department  does  not,  however,  take  milk  samples  as  this 
would  be  a duplication  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  County  Health 
Inspector  whose  Department  obtained  104  such  samples  during  1971 

Of  these  samples  six  failed  to  pass  one  of  the  necessary  tests  and 
in  these  particular  cases  subsequent  samples  proved  to  be  satis- 
factory. 

Registration  under  Section  16  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955. 

Fourteen  applications  for  registration  under  the  provisions  of 
the  above  iTTentioned  Act  (relating  to  the  preparation  or  manufacture 
of  sausages  and  preserved  foods,  etc.)  were  approved  during  the 
year  under  review, 
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The  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles) 
Regulations,  1966. 

Inspection  of  mobile  shops  trading  within  the  City  area  was 
maintained  at  a satisfactory  level  during  the  year  and  in  fourteen 
cases  owners  of  such  vehicles  were  requested  to  carry  out  necessary 
works  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Regulations.

The  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1970. 

580  visits  (inspections  and  re-inspections)  were  made  to  food 
premises  during  the  year  including  inspections  of  licensed  premises. 

It  is  obvious  that  periodical  inspections  cannot  ensure  that  the 
standards  of  hygiene  in  food  premises  is  at  all  times  and  in  all 
respects  satisfactory.  Such  visits  do,  however,  give  an  opportunity 
not  only  to  check  the  conditions  relating  to  good  hygienic  practices 
but  also  to  seek  the  co-operation  of  management  and  staff  in  carrying 
out  improvements  and  correcting  unsatisfactory  practices  in  the 
handling  and  storage  of  food. 

Whilst  many  of  these  visits  were  of  a routine  character  they 
also  include  those  made  in  connection  with  requests  from  traders  to 
inspect  food  with  reference  to  its  htness  for  human  consumption  and 
also  those  relating  to  investigations  into  food  complaints. 

No  difficulties  were  experienced  in  obtaining  the  full  co-operation 
of  both  management  and  staff  where  improvements  in  standards 
were  thought  possible  or  where  infringements  of  the  Regulations 
were  observed.

Twenty-two  cases  involving  the  sale  of  alleged  unsound  or 
contaminated  foodstuffs  were  reported  to  the  Department  during 
the  year  1971  compared  with  thirteen  cases  in  1970.  In  hve  of  the 
cases  referred  to  specimens  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  and 
in  two  cases  analysts  reports  were  submitted  to  the  Department  by 
private  hrms.

Carcases  inspected  and  passed  were  of  excellent  (piality.  Three 
persons  hold  slaughtermen’s  licences  and  slaughtering  was  carried 
out  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

Slaughterhouse  I'actleites  : 

All  slaughtering  in  the  City  is  carried  out  at  one  licensed 
slaughterhouse.  The  Department  maintains  a 100%  meat  inspection 
service  and  all  carcases  passed  as  fit  for  human  consumption  are 
stamped  with  the  approved  local  authority  stamp. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

All  of  the  houses  (7,090  houses — population  29,100)  within  the 
City  area  are  supplied  from  water  mains  direct  to  the  houses. 

Fourteen  samples  of  water  from  the  Durham  County  Water 
Board’s  supply  were  obtained  for  bacteriological  examination.  One 
such  sample  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  further  investigations 
were  carried  out  to  trace  the  source  of  contamination. 

One  sample  was  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst  for  chemical 
examination  and  the  analysis  showed  this  particular  sample  to  be  of 
good  chemical  quality  with  no  trace  of  either  lead  or  copper.  (It  is  of 
interest  to  note  that  in  1972  samples  of  domestic  water  supply  were 
taken  from  all  districts  in  the  City  and  that  the  results  of  the  analysis 
showed  the  amounts  of  lead  and  copper  to  be  at  a satisfactory  level). 


SWIMMING  BATHS. 

Twelve  samples  of  water  were  obtained  from  the  large  and  small 
pools  for  bacteriological  examination  and  all  such  samples  proved  to 
be  satisfactory.  In  my  report  of  1970  I commented  on  the  fact  that 
one  of  the  samples  from  the  small  pool  had  not  reached  the  standard 
normally  achieved.  A filter  booster  pump  has  now  been  provided 
which  gives  a quicker  turnover  in  the  small  pool  and  this  has  improved 
the  qualit}^  of  the  water  in  that  particular  pool. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  INVESTIGATION. 

Sixty-eight  visits  were  made  in  relation  to  investigations  into 
cases  of  infectious  disease.  The  majority  of  such  visits  were  made  in 
connection  with  obtaining  specimens  for  bacteriological  examination 
from  people  who  had  been  in  contact  with  cases  of  infectious  disease 
whilst  abroad. 
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RODENT  CONTROL. 

Sewer  Maintenance  Treatment  : In  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  a test- 
baiting of  225  manholes  vcas  carried  out  followed  by  two  main- 
tenance treatments  of  those  sections  of  sewer  where  such  treatments 
were  desirable.  A total  of  109  manholes  were  baited  and  final  results 
showed  poison  takes  in  15  manholes  compared  with  72  manholes 
baited  and  12  poison  takes  in  1970. 

Surface  Infestations : All  Council  properties  likely  to  become  infested 
(including  the  sewage  works  and  refuse  disposal  tip)  received 
periodical  visits  and  treatments  as  required.  The  river  banks  also 
were  given  attention.

The  following  information  relating  to  Refuse  Collection, 
Sewerage  and  Sewage  Works  has  been  supplied  by  the  City  Engineer 
whose  Department  is  responsible  for  these  undertakings. 

Refuse  Collection: 

A weekly  collection  of  all  household  refuse  has  been  main- 
tained throughout  the  year. 

Sewage  Works,  Barkers  Haugh: 

The  works  are  producing  effluent  of  good  quality  well  within 
the  requirements  of  the  Northumbrian  River  Authority. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  City  is  supplied  by  the  Durham  County  Water  Board  and 
the  supply  over  the  past  year  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality 
and  quantity. 

The  following  information  is  obtained  from  the  Annual  Report 
of  Mr.  D.  G.  Drummond,  Chief  Engineer  to  the  Board,  for  the  year 
ended  31st  March,  1972. 

The  unmetered  consumption  amounts  to  32-26  gallons  per  head 
per  day  (31-85  in  the  previous  year)  and  the  metered  consumption 
15-82  (15-75  in  the  previous  year)  a total  of  48-08  gallons  per  head 
per  day  in  the  area  of  supply  as  against  47-60  in  the  previous  year. 

3,317  samples  were  obtained  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  3,411  for  chemical  analysis. 

25  of  the  bacteriological  samples  referred  to  were  obtained  from 
supplies  to  Durham  M.B.  and  all  such  samples  proved  to  be  satis- 
factory. 

Note:  In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  in  the  revised 
Edition  of  Ministry  of  Health  Report  No.  71  the  previous  classihca- 
tion  of  samples  1,  2,  3 & 4 has  been  replaced  by  a simplihed  satis- 
factory/unsatisfactory^  grading.
